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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 -7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims recite "system" which is vague and indefinite since the common 
meaning of the term does not clearly determine the statutory class of invention. Since 
the term system may encompass more than one statutory class, there is a requirement 
for an indication on the record as to what statutory class of invention the "system" 
claims belong to (see MPEP 21 06. 1 V.B). The statutory provision for this requirement 
may be found in 35 U.S.C 101 that recites the statutory classes of invention. 

A "unit" may be solely a software element. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-3, 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ryoo. 

Ryoo discloses an electronic settlement system for allowing payment for goods 
purchased by the user to be performed on a. network from a virtual shop on the network 
via a terminal connected to the network (fig 2). A payment method, settlement unit (150) 
and electronic money purchasing unit is disclosed (140). 

When payment instruction is received, purchases the prepaid type electronic 
money in place of the user on the network by the settlement. The user is notified of a 
balance. 

Ryoo does not use the term "cyber shop". 
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It would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to include 
purchasing from a cyber shop because Ryoo teaches "cyber shopping malls" and 
"cyberspace". 

5. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ryoo as applied to claims above, and further in view of Sugiyama et al. 

Ryo does not disclose providing a wallet serving as an electronic wallet 
connected to the network, where the settlement unit makes the settlement by using the 
wallet. 

Sugiyama et al discloses providing a wallet serving as an electronic wallet 
connected to the network, where the settlement unit makes the settlement by using the 
wallet (para 0005-0006). 

It would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to include an 
electronic wallet connected to the network, where the settlement unit makes the 
settlement by using the wallet because Sugiyama teaches that wallet functions in 
settlements are useful (p[ara 0004-0005). 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Considerations of applicant's arguments are held in abeyance until an 
indication on the record as to whether the system claims of record are to a method or 
apparatus. Because the 35 U.S.C 112, second paragraph, rejection was not previously 
of record, this action is non-final.
